PLAYS THE TARIFF 


A Metho dist Bisho p Makes a 
Plain Talk. 


FOLLOW CHINA’S 
PLAN. 


She Erected a (x reat Wall and We 
Hav e Fitt Up a Pro tectiv e 
Tariff Sy biem. 


Methodist ministers heard with 
wild surprise a denunciation of the 
repub lican party’s tariff principle 
b y Missionary Bishop J. H . Tho- 
b urn at the afternoon session of 
the R ock River conference at the 
Garfield Park church yesterday, 
says the Chicago Chronicle. 
The 
b ishop, who has spent forty years 
in the orient, delivered the first of 
a series of lectures on the eastern 
situation, and he likened the repub ­ 
lican party to the Chinese. 
“ Our fathers never intended to 
b uild a Chinese wall around this 
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nation,” he said, “ b y putting a 
duty upon things and keeping the 
foreigner from b ringing 
in 
his 
goods. 
W e are doing as the Chi­ 
nese have done for centuries. 
W e 
must get b roader notions ab out 
these matters. 
The Chinese b uilt 
a stone wall that they thought 
would keep out the foreigners. 
Our stone wail is the custom houses 
that we set on our b orders. 
“ Belore I b ecame a missionary I 
b elieved in the repub lican policy 
of protection. 
I have learned that 
if a nation wants to survive it must 
open wide its doors and trade with 
the world. 
Let our revenues b e 
raised from direct tax ation. 
The 
true policy to b e adopted in deal­ 
ing with the people of the east is 
to ab andon the old principles. Let 
us give up b eing a semi-Chinese 
nation and ex cluding other peo­ 
ple.” 
The b ishop’s attack on the re­ 
pub lican party was made in con­ 
nection with his review of the 
Chinese and other orientals. 
He 
ascrib ed their dull level to a lack of 
the conception of a personal diety 
and personal responsib ility, 
and 
their b ackwardness to isolation.

Wo uld No t Accept Fav o rs fro m a 
Kicli Mo ther. 


I x D i A N A u o L i s , Oct. 5.— George 
Wilson, 9 3 years old, died yester­ 
day in the county infirmary, where 
he remained a voluntary pauper 
for many years. 
While he was 
nearly b lind and feeb le he gave the 
infirmary officials all kinds of trou­ 
b le, and every superintendent for 
many years has known what it is 
to b e struck Dy the heavy cane 
which the irascib le old man al­ 
ways kept within immediate reach. 
He b elonged to a wealthy E ng­ 
lish family, and when a young man 
was 
wild 
and 
dissipated. 
He 
courted a young 
woman, 
who 
finally discarded him, and then he 
went to Canada with $60 000 and 
estab lished a b ank. 
His dissipated 
ways continued, the b ank went b y 
the b oard, and he crossed to the 
American side, where he enlisted 
in the union army and served with 
gallantry during the civil war. 
However, he always refused to b e 
naturalized, and for this reason 
could not draw a pension. 
W hile the late Rev. Myron E. 
Reed was pastor of the First Pres­ 
b yterian church, of this city, he 
b ecame very much interested in 
Wilson, who was a graduate of 
Ox ford 
and 
a 
famous 
Greek 
scholar, reading Greek as readily 
as he did his native tongue. 
Mr. 
Reed endeavored to reconcile him 
to his family 
in 
England, 
his 
mother, reputed to b e worth two 
millions, b eing still alive at that 
time, b ut he would not acknowl­ 
edge that he had misjudged her. 
and the estrangement coniinued 
until her death. His family wanted 
him to return 
to England, and 
finally he sent for $1,000, agreeing 
to go b ack. They honored his draft 
for only $500, which so enraged 
him that he sent tiie mony b ack to 
England, and never again would 
listen to any req uest looking to his 
return. 
He had no relatives in 
this country.
